a& Important work is reportedly being carried on In the chrome mines of 
Ruble and Salinlee, as it is expected to increase considerably the 
quantity of imported food if exports of chromium are developed** 

bo * Repair work on the fuel tanks of Vlone and the Kosove-Vlone pipeline 
has started under the supervision of Russian technicians * who appear 
to be speeding the completion of these works*** 


Following the interruption of Albano-Vugoslav relations , the work in 
cosmeetlon with the construction of a hydro-electric factory near Tirana 
(which was to use the waterfalls of Mount Dainl), has been discontinued! 
this was due to the fact that, in spite of agreements with Russia, Bulgaria $ 
Rumania and Czechoslovakia, the machinery required had not yet arrivedo
